WINNIPEG.—Agriculture Min- 


ister F. C. Bell’ said Nov. 24 has 
been set as the date when farm- 
ers in Manitoba will decide if 
they want to’ continue market- 
ing coarse grains. exclusively 
through the Ganadidn wheat 
board. 

Proclamation for the coarse grains 
marketing referendum had been is- 
sued under legislation passed at the 
last. session of the legislature: 

The question on the ballot will be: 
“Do you wish to continue to sell your 
oats and barley as at present?” 

The ballot must be marked “yes” 

or ‘‘no” 
; Generally: those eligible to vote 
will be actual grain producers and 
persons entitled to.a share pf crop 
under a@ lease, agreement of sale, or 
a mortgage, provided such share is 
payable in grain and not in cash. 

Since the compulsory marketing of 

coarse grains through the -wheat 
Poard was passed two years ago, 
much controversy has developed over 
its benefits, ; 
. Premier D. L. Campbell told the 
Manitoba legislature’ last April that 
he had been informed the. . coarse 
grains bill would be repealed if farm- 
ers showed through the plebiscite 
that they. did not approve the present | 
system. 

Mr. Campbell said the vote will be

What can you do to guard your- 
self and» your child against attack 
from polio? - How is the war against 
polio faring? What are some of the 


points of strength and weakness ‘tn } 


man’s fight against the paralysis? 

To get some down-to-earth answers 
for parents concerned about the pos- 
sibility of the disease striking their 
children, the above questions were 
put to several eminent scientists, in- 
eluding \Dr. Victor G, Haas, Director, 
Microbiological . Institute,. U.S. . Na- 
tional Institute of Health; a unit: of 
the Public Health Service. 

Contrary to popular opinion, polio 
is not one disease, but three. 

It has three closely related strains 
—Lansing, Brunhilde, and Leon. The 
diseases are caused by different vir- 
uses and’ complicate the scientific 
fight on the plague enorniously. 

Polio is a difficult series of diseases 
upon which to conduct scientific ex- 

periments. . In scientific terms,., the 
‘ virus is “highly selective” as to’ the 
host in‘ which it will grow. (Unfor- 
tunately, the list. includes you and 
me.) Polio occurs naturally only in 
man and in the higher primates, apes, 
gorillas and certain monkeys. 

These animals are rare and expen- 
sive. Labora&tory research against 
polio has been slow and costly as a 
result, 


Perhaps the most. heartening ad- 


vance if the fight on polio in recent | 


years has been the introduction of 
the Lansing strain of the disease ‘into 
the cotton rat and the white mouse. 
This was done at the Microbiological 
Institute. 

If a cheap, plentiful laboratory 
animal, susceptible to all strains of 
polio can be found, progress against 
the disease will be enormously speed- 
ed up. Extensive research is being 
conducted at dozens of medical labor- 
atories,, all over America jon this 
problem.

EDMONTON—First major step 
in’ controlling the unruly rivers 
of the High Prairie district of the 
Peace River valley, an 1,800- 
foot dam has been completed on 
the Heart River. 


It’s a complicated project whereby 
the dam, four miles east of the east- 
ern tip of Lake Winagami, has di- 
verted the backwash of the West 
Prairie riyer and forced the Heart 
River’s upstream flood through a.nat- 


ural creek and reservoir into a 1% 


mile diversion canal, Lake 
Winagami and into a two-mile out- 
let canal to a creek, 

The water now flows four miles 
down thé last creek and back into 
the Heart River. - 

One aspect of the work is that it 
has eliminated what one government 
official called “the corrupting turnip” 
odor of Lake Winagami, long offen- 
sive to district dwellers. The project . 
has raised the lake level by four feet 
and reduced its high salt content to 
the point where it + pleasant to 
drink, 

And the fish that once shunned the - 
lake, now .are following a clear path 
from Lesser Slave Lake to Winagami. 

It. has even inereased the duck 
population in the area, Because: of 
this the organization known as Ducks 
Unlimited contributed. $20,000 to- 
wards the Heart River project, total — 
cost of which has not been an- 
nounced,
